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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 2, 3 and 5 are still not readable 
even after the formal drawings have been submitted. Corrected drawing sheets are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures.

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1 , 3-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Scherzer et al (6,591 ,062). 

Claim 1 is a product by process claim and the product itself does not depend on the 
process of making it. See MPEP 21 13. 
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Scherzer teaches a carbon heating apparatus comprising a carbon heater 2, terminal 
portions 5-8 and 10 connected with the outside power supply lines, a quartz glass tube 
1 wherein the carbon heater is sealed, and a molybdenum ribbon 5 of the terminal 
portions having a predetermined thickness and width and is formed in a circle 
surrounding the carbon heater 2 (col. 3, lines 1-10 and Fig. 1). 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scherzer 
in view of Konishi et al (2002/00996984). 

Scherzer teaches substantially the claimed invention, but does not tech that the carbon 
heater uses mineral carbon materials such as coke or coal. Kohishi discloses a carbon 
heating element includes graphite and coke (claim 4). It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art to modify Scherzer's invention to include graphite and 
coke materials in order to have the emissivity of the heating element being closer to that 
of a black body as taught by Konishi (page 15 [209]). 

7. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Scherzer 
in view of Toya et al (6,204,488). 

Scherzer teaches substantially the claimed invention but is silent regarding a thickness 
and a width of the molybdenum ribbon terminal. Toya discloses a molybdenum terminal 
25a having an 8 mm width and 35micron thickness (col. 8, lines 10-15). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify Scherzer's invention to 
include a molybdenum terminal ribbon with a width and thickness as taught by Toya in 
order to have less of electrical resistance and overheating of the glass tube (col. 2, lines 
50-55). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 7-1 5 are allowed. 

9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 7-1 5 
are allowed because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
manufacturing a carbon heating apparatus in a hydrogen gas atmosphere of a 
predetermine temperature under a high vacuum and primary and secondary aging of 
the carbon heater. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

(infrared light bulb).
